Osman Pasha Proves to be None 
Other than the Famoas French 
Marshal Bazaiae. 

The Army and Navy Journal of Au-~ 
gust 24 publishes the following: ‘“ It 
is contidently asserted in England from 
private information that Osman Pasha 
is none other than that celebrated fug- 
itive from French prisons, Marshal 
Francois Ochilre Bazaine. This inte!li- 
gence is by no meaus improbable. Ba- 
zine was always an active and stirring 
man, and the circumstances of his 
public trisl in France were such as to 
shut him out from a career in any 
army in Christian Europe. Like most 
French otlicers of rank, he had served 
in Algeria, and in so doing acquired 
considerable knowledge of Arabic and 
of the Arabs. Besides this he served 
in the Crimean war in command of the 
foreign legion, and afterward as 
French governor oi Sebastopol. Dur- 
ing that period he naturally made ma- 
ny Turkish acquaintances, and there- 
fore there is nothing more natural than 
that he should go to Turkey 
in the hour of his need. It 1s 
no secret that Bazaine was a strong 
Bonapartist, and that his treason to 
France in the interest of the late em- 
peror is indulgentiy looked on by the 
imperial government. In Turkey, 
where Bazaine’s master was the best 
friend of the sultan, Bazaine would be 
received with open arms by thore of his 
friends, who knew bis value n any 
- capacity of trained soldier? That he 
shouid have concealed his identity with 
the ntmost care is equally natural, and 
had not the war came it is possinle he 
might have voncealed it till his death,

SPEECH OF HON, WEIR BOYD, 
OF LUMPKIN, 
IN THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION, 
August 10, 1877. 


The convention hayiug uoder consideration the 
substitute for the 6th section of the report of 
the committee on euucatiou in the coustitu- 
tional convention ou the 10th day of August, 
1877, submitted by Mr. Boyb, proposing io do- 
nate annually $5,971, being ome-inird of the 
land script :uod Ww the North Georgia agricu!- 
tural coliege. at Dahlonega: 


Mr. BOYD said: 

Mr. Presipent: I do not propose the 
substitute under consideration with ill- 
will toward the University of Georgia, 
or the trustees of the university, who 
have control of this land script fund, 
but for the purpose of provoking them 
to love and good work, and from acon- 
scientious conviction of the necessities 
of the college at Dahionega, and the 
tirm belief that tue donation, if made, 
will place this young institution upon 
a permanent basis, and redound to the 
good of the whole people of Georgia. 
According to the report of the trus- 
tees of the N. G. A.C, which I now 
hold in my hand, published in July of 
the present year, there were 274 stn- 
dents at this institution the last term, 
trom forty-six different counties in the 
state. There are six professors, with 
Col. D. B. Lewis at their head, all 
faithful and capable, earnest men. 

In addition to the literary and scien- 
tific branches taught in the college, a 
military professorship has been estab. 
lished, under the discipline of a U. 3. 
lieutenant from West Point, detached 
and paid by the general government, 
According to a statement furnished 
mé by the presidént of the board of 
trustees, the sum of $3,390 was the en- 
tire amount of assets out of which 
these professors were paid for their 
services in teaching the last term, ten 
months, ending the first week in July 
last; as you will see, a sum wholly 
inadequate to meet the necessities of 
the case. Two thousand five hundred 
dollars ot the above sum was granted 
by the trustees of the university to the 
college board; $1,500 of this goes to 
President Lewis; the balance, about 
$1,900, goes as far as it may toward 
paying the other professors.

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IMMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES 


_—— = 


The total number of immigrants 
from all nations to the United Sta'‘es 
during the year 1876 was 169,986. Of 
this number 82.373 landed at New 
York; 31,334 at Huron, Michigan, 
(Canadians and British, via Canada ;) 
24,080 at San. Francisco, (principally 
Chinese ;) 9,711 at Boston, and at Bal- 
timore only 5,092, Toe Baltimore Sin 
thinks that a review of the nationalities 
and inclinations of the immigrants ars 
riving on our shores, and the induce- 
ments now offered by the southern 
states to. Kuropean immigration, as well 
as our shorier lines of rail to the west, 
ought, with proper eflorts, to make 
Baltimore as a port of entry and dis- 
tribution second only to New York. 

Separating them into nationalities 
the total number of immigrants from 
Great Britain during the past year was 
48,866. Of these 24,373 were fron 
England, 19575 from Ireland, and 
4,582 from Seotiand. The Germans, 
inéluding 5,646 Austrians, numbered 
the French, 8,042; Swedes 
and Norwegians, 10,776; | Rus- 
sians (Mennonites principally,) 4,764 
and Italians, 2,V10. We have learned 
from Gen. Dassi that if there were more 
direct intercourse between Baltimore 
and the Italian ports there would be 
not only a larger increase of commodi- 
ties between the two countries passing 
throvgh the port of Baltimore,-but a 
Italian 
peasantry also, to whom the southern 
climate is more congenial, aud who as 
agriculturalists are noted for their thrift 
and industry. It is, moreover, a his~ 
toric fact that the dnft of English emi- 
gration to the United States has ever 
been towards the suuth—to the states 
to which Baltimore forms the gateway. 
Of late years emigration has ialien off 
yreatly, and soon will be merely nomi- 
nal, that country being pretty much ex 
bausted of itssurplus popuiation. But 
from the twenty-two millions of over~ 
crowded and overworked Hnglish a 
considerable annual increase may be 
anticipated, now that the current is 
getting this way. It has beer estima- 
ted by those who have siudied the sub- 
ject, that within tive years trom the 
present time the yearly emigration 
from England to the United States may 
possibly reaco 00,000 or more; from 
Germany 30V,000 to 50,000, and irom

It will be observed thas the number 
of immigrants has been gradually di- 
minishing until last year it did not much 
exceed one-third of what it was in 1873, 
before the effect of the fihancial crash 
in the autumn of that year had made 
its impression abroad. But we are now 
slowly yet surely emerging from our 
business troubles, and although as a 
consequence there is muck unemployed 
labor in the cities and in the manulac- 
uring districts, the agricu:tural regions 
of the south and west offer to the jn- 
dastrious a wide field, ainple employ 
ment, and the prospects, ji not of great 
wealth, yet of independence and a 
comlortabie living.

Morris. Injauction, from Clarke. 
WARNER, C. J. 

This was a bill filed by the complain- 
ant against the defendant, with a prayer 
for an injunction to restrain the defend 
ant from applying to the governor of 
this state for an indorsement of its 
bonds to the extent of fifteen thousand 
dollars per mile, as provided by the 7th 
section of the act of 1870. Upon hear- 
ing the motion for the injunction prayed 
for, the chancellor granted it, aad the 
defendant excepted. 

By the constitution of 1868, the gen- 
eral assembly is prohibited from 
yranting or loaning the credit of the 
state to aid any company, without a 
provision that the whole property of 
the company shall be bound for the 
security of the state prior to any other 
debt or lien, except to laborers; nor to 
any company in which there is not al- 
ready an equal amount invested 
by private persons. The 7th section 
ot the act of 1870 provides for 
the indorsement of the bonds of the 
company by the governor of the state 
at the rate of $15,000 per mile when- 
ever said company shall have complet- 
ed and fuil, equipped twenty continu- 
ous miles of its road. The Yin section 
of the act provides that, betore such 
i:dorsement shall be made, the govy- 
ernor shall be satisfied that so mucu of 
the road as the said indorsemeut sbal! 
be applied for, is really finished and in 
complete running order, and that the 


oiher legat incumbrances that may en- 
danger the security of the state, and 
upon the further condition and express 
understanding, that any indorsement 
of said bonds as aforesaid, when made, 
shall not only subject ali property of 
any kind in this stite, which may be 
purchased with said bonds tu the obli- 
gations of the first mortgage lien 
until all the principal and fn 

terest due on said bonds 80 
indorsed shali be paid, but the said 
indorsement shall be, and is hereby, 
understood to operate as a prior liep or 
mortgage ov all the property of the 
company, to be enforced as hereinaf. 
ter provided for. There is no provis- 
ion in the act of 1870 requiring that an 
equal amount to that of the indorse- 
ment applied for shall have been al- 
ready invested by private persons. 
The 10th section of the act provides 
for the enforcement of the mortgage 
lien, in default of the payment of said 
bonds or the interest due thereon by 
the said company. On the 25th day of 
February, 1874, the genera! assembly 
passed an act repealing all provisions 
contained in charters theretofore gran~ 
ted to the different railroad companies 
in this slate granting state aid, no mat- 
ter what the terms of the same may 
be, or by which in any manner or torm 
stute aid is authorized to be granted to 
said companies. Provided that any 
company to which said state aid has 
been granted, which prior to the pas- 
saye of this act shall have -cquired a 
vested right to the same, 
shall. not be affected’ by this 
act. The second section of this act de- 
clares that, should any of said compa- 
nies Claim that they havea vested 
right to such aid and apply for the 
same to the governor, any citizen of the 
state may interpose by bill to restrain 

the company, and the question of 
whether such vested right exists, shail 

be for the court to determine. On the 
3d of March, 1875, the general assem- 

bly adopted a resolution,by which'it was 
resoived that the true intent and mean- 
ing of the above recited act (the act re~ 

pealing all state aid to railroads) is, that 

the provisions of said act re ealing 

state aid shall not apply tothe North- 

eastern railroad. By the several acts of 

15/0, granting state aid to railroads, 

anv especialiy the act of llth of De- 

cember, 1871, the duty of making the 

indorsement of the state on the bonds 

ol railroad companies, is devolved 

upon the governor oi the state, in the 

manner and under the 

restrictions therein prescribed. 

lhe prayer of the complainant’s bill is 

that the defendant be restrained from 

applying to the governor of the state 

for the indorsement of the bonds men- 

tioned in his bill, or from applying 


ihe governor for the indorsement of 


said road,is free,{rom,all mortgages and f 


of 25th of February, 1874 
section a valid constitutionat law? 


under the constitution, to enact a law 

authorizing apy cou t in the state to 

restrain any person from applying to 

either department of the government 

for a right to which that person claims 

to be entitled? The Sih paragraph of 

the Ist article ot the constitution de- 

clares that “the right of the people to 

appeal to the courts,to petition govera~ 

ment on all matters, and peace- 

ably to assemble for the 

cousideration of any matter, 

shall never be impaired.” To authorize 
tle courts to r-strain a person, either 

natural or artificial, from petitioniny, 
or applying to the execu'ive depart- 

ment of the state government for a 
right to which such person may claim 
to be entitled at the hands of that de~ 
partment, would be io violation of the 
true intent and spirit of that clause of 
the constitution before cited. The ex- 
ecutive and judicial departments of the 
government are separate and distinct. 
Why should the latter restrain any 
person from petitioning or applying to 
the former for a right which it js 
authorized to grant or refuse? ‘The 
exact words ot the constitution are, 
that “the legislative, executive, and 
judicial departments shali be disinct, 
and each department shall be confided 
toa separate body of magistracy.. No 
person, or collection of persons, being 
of one department, shail exercise any 
power properly attached to 
either of the others, except in 
cases herein expressly provided.” The 
second section of the act of 1874 de- 
clares “that “should any of said com- 
panies claim that they have a vested 
right tosuch aid, aad apply for the same 
t» the governor, any citiz3n of the state 
may interpose by bill to restrain the 
company, and the question of whether 
said vested right exists shall be for the 
oourt to determine.” Restrain the 
company from doing what? Restrain 
it from making an application to the 
governor for aright which it claims, as 
the complainant’s bill seeks todo. af 
that section of the act does not mean 
that, it means that the company sliall 
be restrained from deriving any benefi 

from such application to the governor 
which practically amvuunts to the same 
thing, and the resuit would be, that the 
executive department of the govern 

ment could not perform its ap- 
propriate functions and du- 
ties devolved upon it by law 
without the consent and approval of 
ihe judicial department of the govern- 
ment If the judicial department can 
restrain persous from making applica 

tion to the executive department fo: 
any right which it 1s competen: for the 
latter to grant or refuse, or restrain 
them from having the benefit of such 
an application when made, then the 
judicial depaitments, would prac.ically 
¢cutrol the action of the executive dex 
partment, so far as the granting or re 
fusing of any rights by that depar.ment, 
under tie laws of the state, are con 
cerned. If persons cannot apply to 
the executive department for their 
rights, which itis authorized to grant 
or refuse On having applied for them, 
and are to be reetrained = by 
the jadicial department = from 
receiving the benefit of such 
application, the executive department 
would not be much troubled with hear 
ing the applications of persons, for the 
simple reason that they could not 
get to that department — to 
be heard, or to have their claims con 

sidered, if they did apply. It will be 
noticed, that the second section of the 
act of 1874, upon which the complain-~ 
ant’s bill is based, does not authorize 
the state to be made a party to that 
proceeding. 

But the second section of that 
act has another constitutional in- 
tirmity, which is fatal toit as a valid 
law. The constitution ot the state de- 
clares that nolaw or ordinance shall 
pass which reilers to more than one sub 
ject matter, or contains matter differ- 
ent from what is ex pressed in the title 
thereof. The title of the act of 1874, is 
“An act to repeal all provisions con~ 
tained in the charters heretofore grant 
ed to different railroad companies in 
this sta‘ e,granting state aid to such com- 
yanies, where their rights to the same 
- not been vested.’’ There is nothing 
in the title of the act whichin any man- 
ner relates to the matter contained in 
the second section thereof. The second 
section of the act therefore contains 
mnatter different from what is 
expressed iu the titie thereof. There 
being no valid law to authorize the 
complainant’s proceeding, the chancel- 
lorerred in granting the injunction 
prayed for. 

Lt che judgment of the court below 
be reversed.

WARNER, C. J. 

This was a motion to amend a judg- 
ment. Ou the Sth of February, 1867, 
Lyne sued Thomas 8. Irby in his indi 
vidual capacity, and as the administra- 
tor of Abraham Irby, on a promissory 
note for $1,6 and obtained judg 
ment thereon on the 29:h August, 1867 
which judgment was entered up egains 
the detendant in his individual capaci- 
ty only. An execution issued upon 
that judgment against the defendant in 
his individual capacity, and as admin- 
istrator. ‘There were several entries 
made on the fi. fa. by the clerk and 
sheriff, and some credits entered there-~ 
on. In July, 1873, Lyne transferred 
the fi. fa. and judgment to Downing, 
and on the 234 of January, 1875, Down- 
tng transierred the same to Brown. 
Tne defendants offered in evidence au 
administratoy’s bond, signed by Thos. 
S. Irby as principal, and James W. As- 
bury and thomas A. Lyne as ex. 
ecutors. ‘The motion to amend, 
the judgmen. was made in February, 
1877. ‘he motion to amend was re- 
sisted, prinvipally on the ground ot the 
lapse of time, but thecourt ordered the 
judgment to be amended, ‘and entered 
up against the deiendant, Thos. 5, Irby, 
in his individual capacity, aud Thos. 5. 
Irby as administrator of Abraham Irby, 
to be levied of the goods aud chattels, 
&e:, of said .Thos. S. Irby. and the 
yvods and chattels, &c., of the said in- 
testate in the hands of said adminis- 
trator, to be administered, it to be 
found, then of the individual property 
of said Thos. 8. Irby. Whereupon the 
defendants excepted. We find no error 
in allowing the judgment to be 
amended sv as to make it conform to 
the pleadings in the record, buat the 
latter part of the judgment, to-wit: 
“And if not to be found, then of the 
individual property of said Thos. 
S. Irby,” was not authorized by 
the pleadings in the _ record, 
The proceedings in the record do not 
show that the defendant pleaded ne 
ungues administrator, or a release to 
himself, or plene administravit, or plene 
administravit praeter, and that his plea 
was found against him. (See Code 3573 ) 
We attirm the judgment of the court 
below, with directions to strike out of 
the amended judgment so much thereof 
as is not authorized by the pleadings in 
the rec ord.

ance of $9781. By consent of the 
parties, an issue was formed and 
ordered to be tried by the court, as to 
whether the money arising from the 
sale of the property belonged to the 
claimant or to the defendant in fi fa. 
The jury, on the trial of the issue, 
found a verdict in favor of the claim- 
ant. In disposing of the rule agtinst 
the sheriff, the court allowed the sher- 
iff the expense incurred by him in 
selling the property, gathering the crop, 
feeding the stock, and for hguling, 
amounting to $51 20, the same being 
$9.51 less than the sheriff claimed in 
his return, and ordered that the bal- 
ance be paid to the claimant. The 
court further ordered that the costs ol 
the levy, and all the other court costs, 
be paid by the plaintiff in fi. fa. Where- 
upan the ciaimant excepted, We fnd 
no‘error in the ru:ing of the court, 
in view of the facts contained 
in the record. If the c’aimant 
thought that the sheriff had charged 
too much for expenses incurred by him 
in selliug the property, gathering the 
crop, feeding the siock, and for haul- 
ing, he should have traversed his an- 
swer.

scribed, the State will not be forced to 
elect with which weapon (knife or axe) 
it will insist that the crime was com- 
mitted

custom, would depart without giving any de- 
finite order 
After he had visited nine shops he ceased his 
rounds sat down and wrote a note to each one 
of the gentiemen that had takun his measure. 
The note wae not an order for & pair of shoes. 
It was an invitation. Heinvited the gentlemen 
in question to meet him at the recorder’s court 
the next morning. ‘ihe rest of the story we will 
jet Marshal Douglass ie! 

IN His OWN WORDS 
“You see,’’ says he, “it is my duty as marshal 
to look very carefully into the list of licenses 
taken out .y professionals in this city. I was 
aware that the city had beeu swindled out of a 
great deal ot money by parties vho had made 
false returns, or who had made no returns at 
all. 
‘For instance, there were over eighty shoe- 
makers Of these, six Only take oul shoe- 
makers license, which is worth $10. The others 
had taken out ‘’cobblers’’’ license which cost 
only $. I knew that nearly all of them were 
making shoes, a8 well as cobbling, and that 
tney had cheated the city. So I determine’ to 
try them oy seeing bow many of them that had 
c »bbler’s license would agree to make me a pair 
uf shoes out aud out. I went into niue sbops 
and every singie one, not only took the contract 
bui were giad to get it. 

I then had them up before the recorder, where 
they were forced notonly to pay ihe extra $5 
each, but also the costs I put three men to 
visiting the other shops on yeSterday, I hope to 
havea fuil batchof the same sortof fellows 
this morning Iam satisfied that out of the 80 
at least 60 of them will offer to make yo"l a pair 
of shoes. Iam going to keep at it, until 1 get 
ali the license that is due. 

A HARD WORK AHEAD. 

There is no cepartment in which the city has 
been more swindied than in this oue of licenses. 
There are hand:reds of menthat should pay 
licenses that never think of doing so. This not 
only cut off the city funds, but works great in- 
justics to those men that do pay the license

this landscrip fund amounting to $17,~ 
914; of this latter sum my substitute 
claims one third part, say $5,971. 
This one-third part would put young 
institution on its feet. We think the 
state university cin better afford to 
do without the amount we claim than 
we can. We think we can apply it 
more usefully for the college and for 
the sons of Georgia than the universi- 
ty does. 

Furthermore, Mr. President, I pre- 
sent you the North Georgia Agricul- 
tural College as the youngeasedaugh- 
ter of education in your state, only 
five vears of age, fiir well grown and 
of symmetrical proportions. I request 
you and this convention of the fathers 
to receive and recognize her, as the 
distinguished gentleman from  Bar- 
tow, [Mr. Wofford,] said the other day 
of the confederate soldier. 

Her means of pecuniary support are 
more precarious—temporary. By giv- 
ing her this recognition and donation, 
you place her on a permanent basis.

This, you see, leaves the college 
without any substantial basis.- But I 
will also say that 1 have just been in~ 
formed that the board of trustees of the 
state university had a meeting in this 
city last night and appr. priated to our 
coliege $1,000 additional to the $2,500.

For the past cight years she nas 
worked in the family to whom she was 
indentured, receiving only her board 
and clothes. Some two years ago Van 
Horn rented a farm near Carrollton 
and moved on it with his family. Some 
time during ‘at March his 
wife made a two weeks visit to 
Carrollton, and during the 
time the wife was away he accomplish- 
ed, the girl says, her seduction. When 
the wife returned she soon became 
aware of what had happened. In fact, 
the girl says she herself told the woman 
of the manner in which she had been 
overcome. The result of this was that 
the girl was drivea out of the house by 
the irate wife. She was utterly penni- 
less, and her seducer utterly refused to 
help her at all. She made her way to 
Carrollton, and was employed in Mrs. 
Coleman’s boarding-house at $1 a week. 
A few days since Mrs Coleman dis-~ 
covered what her condition was, and 
immediately put the girl in a buggy and 
took her to the farm, where she was 
confronted by the man who had ruined 
her.

Mr. President, we already hear of 
some c.oakers prejudicing our work, 
and saying the constitution which this 
convention is making wil! not be rati- 
fied by the people.
